The only charac- 
ter that makes "Henry VIII" a notable 
play in Shakospeare's list is tliat of Cardi- 
nal Wolsey, and yet the Caidiiiara machina- 
tions are all merely spoken of and acted be- 
hind the scones. This iiuikes the ("ardinal 
a hard part for an actor, a!th«iigh there are 
few lines that are ditiicult to speak, few 
scenes that appsar to need anything but ef- 
fective delivery. We are told by plenty of 
people in the play that he is a schemer, full 
of duplicity, .but as far as his appearance 
on the stage gut..-j lie is but onco or twice 
seen scheming. \Vc know thut Shakes- 
peare could not write "Henry VIII" with as 
free a pen as he wrote his other plays. We 
might have had a stronger play otherwise," 

APPORTIONING THE ESTIMATES. 

Kembers of the Assembly Vigorously' yindl> 
cate the Claims uf tha Uonstitnencles. 

With an ulmojt wonderful amount of 
unanimity the members of the Legislative 
Assembly allowed the items in the estimates 
t* pass without a word of discussion, until 
those for Roads, Streets, Bridges and 
Wharves were brought up. No sooner 
were these, however, reached than the 
(lovernmvni supporters, the Independents 
and the little band of straight Oppositionists 
sailed in, some to demand more money than 
bad been given the. people, to contepd ; that 
such and such a section i%ceiviDg too 
m u c h , wh i le t he burden of the Opposition song 
was that the goveminenthnd discriminated 
in favor of constituencies represented by ' 
Ministcrialiuts, those which bad gone the 
other way baring been altogether le!t out in. 
the cold, Some contended that the public 
money should be laid out proportionately to 
tho amount of rev»mic collected, M'liile 
others held that the outlay for loada, 
streets, bridges and wharves ought to be 
distributed where it waa most wanted, the 
better developed districts being in their 
present condition because of the liberal ex- 
penditures thai hud been made on them in 
the past. They were, many of them, in 
consequence, it was held, in a better posi- 
tion to do their own works.

THE NICOLA. RAILWAYS. 

To THE lioiTou : — I observe a letter 
signed "A. K. Howse," in your issue of 
to-diiy, respecting the Nicola railways. 
After reading your article in yesterday's 
issue and the letter referred to, it appears 
to mo that there is likely to be unncceaaary 
and injurious competition over the proposal 
to construct a railway to Nicola. Anyone 
who has kept liinisolf informed of the pro- 
ceedings in the Provincial Legislature . 
(lurinK the present session, must have ob- 
served that tlioic have been an unusually 
large number of charters applied for to con- 
.struct railways in different parts of the pro- 
vince. It is, of course, very probable that 
nothing will result from the granting of 
many of these charters, as, unfortunately, 
past experience has shown that many tf 
them are obtained simply for speculative 
purposes, in the hope ^that the . pronioteia 
■ nay be aide to'dlspo»e?6f ^^them''a^^^ 
to c pitalisls who will aetually' construct 
the r -ads comprised in these charters. 

In the case of the charters applied for to 
build lailw.iys in Nicola Valley, it is aatis- 
tiiciory to know that thos'; asking for them 
uc really intending to do their best to carry 
uiL llic c:)n3i ruction of these roads. It is 
st ittd tliut valuable deposits of eoal have 
been discovered in that district, aud if, by 
means of raihvaya intersecting that country, 
these depo.-il.s can be profitably worked, the 
whole province will reap substantial benetit, 
while the Nicola V.illtoy will enter upon a 
new er.x of prcsperif y. But now there ap- 
p ars to be a prospect of this satisfactory 
ondilioii of ihings being indefinitely pnst- 
pni cd, on account of two companies seeking 
1 1 obtain chiu tera ."(.'. u r.i.lway os-er prac- 
iciilly the same nnite. Tho money for the 
■oiisl ruction of ruilways in the province 
must In: obtuiiieil from outsiilo sonroes, and 
t is ea.-«y to undcrst md that capitalists will 
I [jg disinclined to provide ■ the requisite 
noney iV ''l<^''s i' nossibilitv of two 
competiiit; nuiIs holuj^ built Over lha samia 
out". In tho interests, not merely of tlis 
.N'icola Valley, but of tlie -whoio proviocti, 
t is to be hoped that the Legislature will 
decide in such a manner as will result in the 
inimediale onmineiicement of the work und 
ila prospicution to a satisfactory and early 
;onchision. 1 think, sir, that most of your 
readers will agree with nie in the statement 
that the only way to bring about this con- 
summation is to give th« Nicola Valley 
Railway company the right to build the 
piece of road from Spence's Bridge to 
N'icola Lake, with tho right to the rival 
•ompuny of running powers over it, and 
under kuch conditions as will ensure the 
early coinmenoenuntand speedy o iinpletion 
of this road. This appears to be the only 
sensible manner of settling the rivalry he- 
'.ween the two conVpanies.

OAifA DA 'S FUTURE. 

The'Eon. J. W. Longley, Attorney Gen- 
eral for Nova Scotia, disouBies Canada and 
IrnpBrittl Federatwo, in the Murcli number 
of the Fortnightly Review. Hia paper, 
though perliaps alittlo diffuse, is a very in- 
ter'sting one. Though belonging to the 
"blue ruin" party of the Dominion, Mr. 
Longley does ju.stice to Canada. He shows 
that it has progressed, thul it is progress- 
ing, and that it is a very important part of 
the British .Empire. His pleasant and 
cheerful picture of the present condition •f 
the Dominii.ii is in striking contrast to tlic 
jere-niad, so frequently utlered by his 
leader, Sir Richard Cartvrright. ' No one 
would suppose that the writer of the follow- 
ing paragraph was a disciple of the KDight 
of the Doleful ' Counteiunce: , 

"The largest and most important of Great 
Britain's colonial possesaiods is the Domin- 
ion of Cuuada. It has an area «i;oyer three 
and a half millions of square miles. It; has 
a population of at lejist live millions, and is 
rapidly growing. It lua large cities and ris- 
ing towns. Its trade is expanding, and its 
wialtli 18 acuuiiiulaiiiig. It has two of the 
greatest railway lines in tho \rarld. Canada 
Ciiniml be charged, at home or abroad, 'with 
lack of enterpi i«e. She lias incufi cd a debt 
of tuiiid reds of mill 'uns to .secure a national 
highway fiom ocean to ocean. Slio has not 
feared to offer enormous subsidies to fast 
Bte.iiners to extend her trade with 
the world. ^ho stands ready to 
contribute to ocean cables wlicn they can 
be .shown to he ncces-sary for the purpo.ies of 
her progress. She lias invested tens of 
iiiilliims in the const! uctioiu of canal.-i. In- 
deed, in the willingness of tlie Uoveni- 
nient to embark the resources of the coun- 
try to any extent in overcoming the dilli- 
cullies wliicli lier vast area and geographical 
U'caiion impose, Canada has gone ahead of 
lier great neighbor, the United .States. 
With a vast Northwest already opened by 
railway, containing fertile land without 
limit, ilio prospects for the future are most 
promising." 

What that future is likely to be, -Mr. 
Longley discusses with great intelligence 
and fairness. There are four courses 
open ' to Canada — to remain as it 
. it is an.indefinite period longer, to join the 
TJiiite'd States, to become pirt of the Feder- 
ated Empir? of Great Britain, or to set u]) 
on its own acoiiiiL aud become indcpendt lit. 
It i.i not ill the nature of things that Can- 
adians will 'ilway.s be coQteot to remain in 
a state of pupilage; unnoxation has its ad- 
Tdutages and its difficulties, the principal 
difficulty being that Canadians do not want 
it; the same may be said of Iniperinl Feder- 
ation, with this tiualificatioii tlmt ncitlicr 
the Britisli as a people nor the Canadians 
have ciren the Imperial Confederation 
scheme serious consideration; and tliorc are 
difficulties in the way of Canada's attaining 
and maintaining independence, hut these 
Mr. Longley does not consider l)y any 
means insuperable. Inde])cr<IeiicB he con- 
siders tlie probiihle dcwtiiiy of this Do- 
minion. He alhule.H, while paa.sinjj, to thai 
glorious drcaui of u federation «f the Eiig- 
lish'Speaking, nations and communities of 
the world. 

Mr. Longley does not think that the Eng- 
lish people, when their attention is seriously 
directed to the subject, will be willing to 
admit Canadians into the Knipire on n foot- 
ing of perfect equality with themselves. 
Will tliey allow Canadians a voice in shap- 
ing the foreign policy of the Empire, and 
in deciding on questions involving tfao con- 
ti loanee of peace or a declaration of war? 
Will tliey extend to Canndians a roprcson- 
t.itioii ill the Councils of I'linpire [irn- 

pjrtiouato to their nunibeis with thu con- 
Tiotiou that tliQ day cannot he very far 
distant when the population of Canada 
W II he greater than that nf the Mother 
Country? Will thoy ho ready to leave 
every nvenuc to power and ollice as open to 
Canadians living in Ciinmlii, as they are to ' 
t'le natives of tlie liritiali Islands, I 
who remain at homo ? These are 
some of the questions whicli mitst he [ 
considered and settled before Canada can 
become a member of nu Iiiipcriiil Fedem- 
tioii. It goes without saying that Cana- 



dians will never consent to bear their full 
share of tho burdens and tho responsibilities 
of the Empire unless all tho privileges of 
British subjects are extended to them, and 
all the prizes of the Empire placed within 
their reach. Tho subject which Mr. Long- 
ley discusses is a tempting one, and one 
which thinking men on both 'sides of the 
Atlantic will talk and write about whether 
the discu8«ion is profitable or not, or whether 
it will aid in bringiiiK about a practical re- 
sult. Our own opinion is that the condi- 
tions are tgo complicated and thu future too 
uncertain for any mere mortal just now to 
do more than guess at the future of .this 
Uominion. Anything like aninteiligent 
forecast seems to us to be absoiii'tely im- 
possible. . " . V ' 

an- 'aftebn'oon gritig. 

A wise man and a good citizen, after a 
measure has become law, ceases to oppose 
it. He bows, with. tho best grace he . can, 
to the will of the majority and resolves to 

give the law a fair trial. He is modest 
enough to think that it is just possible that 
he may be wrong, and the majority right, 
and that tlie law which he opposed strenu- 
ously, as long as opposition could defeat or 
modify it, may after all work well. He 
sees, too, that the best way to prove that 
a law is Ijad is to curry it out to the letter, 
and to give it every opportunity to do all 
the mischief of which it is capable. ISut 
there are men and journals in this province 
that do not know how to defer to the will ol 
the majority. They do not know ho»v to ac- 
cept defeat gracefully and in a manly way, 
but continue grumbling and growling and 
carping when len attitude of discontent and 
dissatisfaction indicates both irouiidcd self- 
esteem and iiitelli-'ctual weakness. 

Our contemporary, the News-Advei tiser, 
continues to carp at the ■ school law, . which 
was carried through the Legislature against 
its opposition by a liirje majority, and re- 
states object ioin that -,verc considered weak 
and were overruled M hile tlic Kducjtion 
Hill was under coiisidciatioii. .Such niut- 
teriiigs and inurniuriugs can do no po.'jsihle 
good to the cause of education now. Oar 
contcniporiiry, if it desires to see the school 
system work smoothly, should cease not 
only to oppose thi' new law, hut should 
take every opfiortunity of .-tn ngtheiiing and 
aiding tlinse who an; eiitrustt d with iib ad- 
miniatrition. This ii the course which 
every largc-miDdcd, public-spirited citizen 
will take, no mutter what pat t he took he- 
fore the measure became law. If men 
obeyed and liclped^to carry out those lawa 
only which tliey .supported while they weie 
being delilicrated u|ioii by the Legislature 
and discussed by the newspapers, the com- 
munity would be soon in a most disturbed 
and confused condition.^ Our con 
temporary will, wo trust, soon gi t 
over its chiicriu at being de 
feated in this ediiciition matter, and will 
set to work to help tlio=e whom it can inllu 
euoe to get all the good out of the new lnw 
that it is capable of producing. And, if it 
works well, as we believe it will, the Ad- 
vertiser will, we trust, be magaanimous 
enough to acknowledge its mistake and to 
hear willing testimony to its efficiency. 

The Atlvertiser has nothing new to ur 
against the school law. Its objection is thit 
the people are not allowed a large enough 
share in the management of the schools. It 
instances the elective school boards of the 
English system; and having heard 
that the schojl queition was an 
issue at the polls in Wiscoiiiin, 
it jumped to thu conclusion that the cause 
of (lisconlenl was that the schools were not 
under popular control. Our contemporary 
docs not tell the whole truth in either case. 
It iloes not inform its readers that the 
English sr'iools are under a system of rigid 
(lovuriiinciit in.spectioii, that the (loverii 
mont keeps in its li.uids the power of 111 
purse, and that the schools get just a 
much and no innru than tlie Unvernment 
Inspectors decide that they are entitled to. 
Tho Government, too, determines the 
standards by which the allowances to the 
schools are regulateil. 'i'lie School Hoards 
have nothing wliatijver to do with tli 
iiIi[)oli)tir,enl of the inspector or wit 
the rules by which he is guidci 
in the performance of his work. We have 
heard too that the British system is far 
from being as effective as it might be, 
and that it does not give satisfaction to ad- 
vanced educationists. 

'I'ho dilliculty in Wisconsin is not who 
shall control tho schools, but what shall be 
taught in them. The Atucrican school ays- 
tem, like our own, is strictly secular. If 
we do not mistake there is a provision in 
the constitution of many states that religion 
must not 1)0 taught in the public schools. 
The Ca-tholics, lunl the Ijiilherans, both 
Gorman and .Scandinavian, strongly dis ip- 
pi ove of secular education. They wanted 
to have, not only their respective languages 
taught in the public schools, but 
their religions. The American element 
in the population resisted this, but the 
Catholics and Lutherans insisted upon what 
they believed to be tlieir rights, 
and by uniting with one of tho political 
parties gained a victory at tho polls. What 
the ultimate result has been, we have not 
heard. But this is oerfiain, that the great 
issue was in Wisconsin' as it was in 
Manitoba, New Brunswick aiid Prlnco 

Eduard Island, tlio religioiig questiou, and 
that must be il." dd-d, not by the loosl 

boards, but by the State and Provincial 
Logialatureg. We, in this province, aro 
happily, OS yet, free from that very delicate 
and nioit trouble ome dillii lilty 

But there is nothing to be g iiiied by dis- 
cussing tli(! school <iiiestiou now. It ii set- 
tled in this ])rovinee for a while, and it is 
not wise to opi'n il iigiiin.

THE ITALIAN DIFFICULTY. 

The correapondence betsveeii Tiaron Fava 
and the Hoiu Mr. Bluine shows very clearly 
thuttherelationsbetween Italy and thellnited 
States are strained. If the countries were 
nearer neighbors, and more equally matched 
as to strength, numei ical and fiuancial, il 
would be safe to predict that war iiiiglit be 
declared at any moment ; hut, as it_ is, it U 
not likely that; the disagreement will go 
furtlier than the suspension of diplomatic 
relations for an indefinite period. 

It is to us not at all surprising 
that the people of Italy are excited 
and that its Government has promptly 
and emphatically given expression to the 
national indignation. Just imagine the 
anger which the whole American people 
would feel if a nuaber of United States 
citizens were murdered in cold blood at 
midd*y in Rome or Florence or Kaples, 
while the authorities were standing by iu- 
actirc. That anger, wottld rise .to a pitch 
which no go veriiment could withstand when 
it was known that the men who committed 
the crime openly gloried in their act and 
were permitted to remain at largo. It 
would be diflicult to express in the language 
of diplomacy the feelings with which the 
whole American people would regard 
such an outrage. If British subjects 
had been the victims of the violence of a 
mob under such circumstances, this dc- 
Uiand f?r justice, and, if that wero delayed, 
for veii^eiince, would bu to lii'ice, ."o loud 
and 60 general, as to be irresistible. Those 
who remember the excitement caused by the 
Trent affair, and who know that Greot 
Biitain spent nine millions sterling and sac- 
rificed many Htcs to release a few Unlidi 
subjects, wrongfully imprisoned bythe King 
of Aliy.'isinia, will have somo idea of the 
feelings of tho British people if the victims 
of the New Orleans outrage wero aubjects of 
Queen Victoria. 

Thinking men, iin matter to what nation 
they belong, must sec- that thu feeling e.\- 
liiliitrd by ilie lt'.ili;iiis is only uatural, .ind 
must ailniit :hat theirgovernmcnt ciaildpur- 
sue no other course than the one they have 
taken. 

It seems to us that tho demand made by 
Uaron Fava is exceedingly modernto and 
altogether reasonable. lie asks for an 
" ollicial assui ance by tho Eedeial (biverii- 
mciit that the guilty parties sliill be broiuht 
to justice." How Mr. Blaine can lefuse to 
consider that demand it is impossible to 
understand. ' In fact, he has not the face to 
do it, but has recourse to a device which 
would be regarded lis dangerous if resoi ted 
to by a third-rate politician when driven 
into a corner. His reply is not ti) the de- 
mind which Baron Eava made in his oliicial 
letter, hut to one which he did not make. 
He says that the Marquis of Budini in his 
telegram demanded the punUhmtent of the 
murderers. But he must have known that 
Baion Fava's letter snhseiiuently written 
was the odioial interin etation of that tele- 
gram and the demand which he WdU then 
called upon to consider. It is not to be 
supposed that the Italian minister demand- 
ed the punishment of the alleged murderers 
without trial. He evidently meant in 
tlio telei;ram what Baron I'^ava 
expressed in his formal letter that 
tlie nien concerned in the nuisiacre be 
bion^jht to justice. l!ut Mr. Blaine, il will 
be observed, makes no reply at all to this 
reasonable request. He does pot tell Baron 
Fava that the United States authorities 
would (if course see that the law was vindi- 
cated and justice done. It would be very 
ea-y to say this, and this was the answer 
thai might be ex]iccted as a :iiatter of 
course. S.;orelary Ulaino cioes not any this. 
Ue does not even admit the unpleasant 
truth that the United States Government 
h is no power the premises, and thai if 
the nutliontits of the state of Louisiana 
choose to ;illow the men enjiagod in the out- 
rage to go iiiiwh pi-ed of jiisiico, the United 
States Government would be con.ijellcd to 
look on inactive. To confess this would be 
to admit that the United Statoa, in its deal- 
ings with foreign nations, is constitution- 
ally weak ; that it is possible for one of 
the stales of the Union to oiler a foreign 
nation a deadly insult udlhoul its bejiig in 
the power of the Federal Government to 
make reparatiou. This, properly inter- 
preted, is what Mr, BlaiueV letter mtaus. 
He ia ready enough to considtr the question 
of indemnity to the families of the nuir- 
dcred Italians, but he cannot promise ihat 
tho men engaged in the riot will he lirougbi 
to trial and dealt witli as the laws of thu 
land direct.

Founders in a Gale Off Dodge's Uove— The 
^ Crew Safe.' 

On Tuesday last, the sealing schooner 
Lily, of thia pnrt, atruok a rock, and, soon 
after, wont to the bottom, in Dodge's Cove, 
West Coast of Vancouver Island. The 
particulira of the accident, which means 
the total loss of the schooner, with all hor 
gear tind scaling outfit, wore received by 
the return of the stHiimer Alert, with Capt. 
J. G. Cox and Mr. Richard Hall, from the 
West Coast, yesterday. The Lily had 
secured her luiiitere, and was making 
her way out, bound for the hunt- 
ing grounds, when she encountered 
an unmarked rock, toundared, and went 
down. The wind was blowing a gale at the 
time, and a heavy sea was running. The 
crow saved their lives aud paraonal eflccts, 
though with coniiderable diflBculty, and of 
the schoonar's property, only the coin on 
board, some $,SO0 was secured, und this by 
tho efforts of the Indians. The Lily waa 
ewnad in this city by Mr. Georj* Byrnes, 
w»s valued at about $4,000 and was fully 
ii.Burcd in Lloyd's. She was built in 
Essex, U.S., in 1851. The paisengers hy 
ths Alert reported teals plentiful, and 
brought back quite a numbar of skins.

I Times. Sir Adriano DiriR-li, tl.e present 
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very able chief justice of I\Ialta— a 
:Malteso of the Jtraltcso— has stated of- 
ficially as follows: "It must not he 
overlooked that both English and Ital- 
ian aro practically, for a va.st majority 
of our population, as much foreign 
tongues as Arabic or Greek in England 
or Italy.' There is good authority for 
the belief that, at tlie present day, 
about twenty per cent, of the entire 
people can speak Italian, and about 
thirty per cent. ; eian . speak English, 
while nearly sixiy'pier cent', can speak 
only Maltese. 

The fact is — and it is a very interest- 
ing fact — that the Maltese are mainly 
the last surviving remnant of the 
Carthaginian branch of the old Pliojni- 

j cian people. Malta was the half-way 

^'^'stition betveeen Carthage and Sicily. 

' ' ?]6hg held by the Carthaginians and of 
vhich Ilamilcar, the father of llanni- 
.aal, was at one timo governor. There 
*s indeed a tradition that Ilannibal 
/ himself was born in jNIalta. This 
) famous and historic island was the 
' chief stronghold in the Mediter- 
ranean of the Carthaginians of old, 
as it is now of the English. Here, and 
in the neighboring island of Gozo. there 
still remain extensive ruins of Carth- 
aginian (or I'liamieian) temples, and an 
abundance of Cartlia;riiiian frraves. 
Moreover, the base of the .Maltese lan- 
guage is Carthaginian, i. e., riiuonieian. 
In^the comedy of the Latin poet Plan- 
tiis, 'which is named "Poenulus" ("The 
Little Carthaginian") a Carthaginian 
soldier makes a speech in his own hin- 
gnage, wliich is stated by modern Mal- 

i tcsc scholars to be as intelligible to 

I them as much of Cluuicer is intelligible 

I to the English of the present time. 

} During the long rule of the Saracens, 
who held JIalta for more than two cen- 
turies, the old Carthaginian race and 
language were mneli rni.\ed with the 
Arab blood and language; but both are 
kindred and Semitic races and tongues 
— allied also to Hebrew, and have no re- 
lation whatsoever with any European 
language. . The subseiitient introduc- 
tion oif Italian %vas due to the Knights 
of St. .Tohn of .Tcrusalem, most of v.-hom 
were Italians, French or S])aniards. 
Italian was then (as it still remains to a 
large extent) the lingua fi'anea of the 
Mediterranean, and tlxe grand masters 
used it in their oflicial acts (when not 
; Jiiiblished in Latin), and in their courts 
of law. It is still the language of the 
courts of law \inder the English rule, 
although it is the language neither of 
the English nor of the Maltese.
